The four bowling alleys in Clewiston are for sale at be- 
tween 800 and 1000 dollars. They are owned by the United States 
Sugar Company, and W. C. Owens is the man to see. 

New alleys cost approximately 25000 dollars apiece. 
Local organizations and clubs looking for worthy projects 
should examine this possibility. In addition to providing the 
community with another outlet for wholesome recrestion in our 
town, the project might prove profitable to the sponsor. 

Local history shows that Belle Glade once had a bowling 
alley nine or ten years ago in the old Legion Hall where the 
Belle Glade Motors now stand. The alleys were owned by Clyde 
Doolittle and operated by Jack Rashley.'The fact the alleys are 
no longer here testifies that they were probably not profitable at 
that time. 

With time, however, circumstances change. It is conceivable 
that conditions have altered to such an extent that the situation 
is ripe for establishment of facilities. 

For one thing, Belle Glade’s population has tripled. Inter- 
est has grown obviously since 23 people are enthusiastic enough 
about the sport to go to Clewiston so frequently. Some of the 
bowling fans even go info West Palm Beach for lessons. 

In addition to those already participating, there is the teen 
age group of the town. Recreation opportunities here are limited 
for this set. The alleys would offer an additional outlet or our 
young energy. It would place our youth behind bowling balls 
instead of 8 balls. 

The strategic time is at hand in view of interest anad op- 
portunity to buy. Sports afforded in tye vicinity are golf and ten- 
nis. Golf is too expensive for some, and there are only two ce- 
ment tennis courts in the park. Belle Glade's populace needs ex- 
panded territory in which to sharpen their art of play.
